Podgorny Held to Have Lost 
Job Day After Politburo Fall

MOSCOW, June 10 (NYT).—Nikolai Podgorny, who was dropped 
Jast month from the ruling Politburo of the Communist party, appears 
fo have already effectively lost his job as President of the Soviet 


Union.

Podsorny's loss of authority by 
publishing a front-page message 
to the Soviet leadership from 
President Tito of Yugoslavia. 
The message was addressed to 
the party leader. Leonid Brezh~ 
nev. and Premier Alexei Kosy- 


gin, omitting Mr. Podgorny as President. Previous official exchanges 


have borne the names of ail three officiais.

believed that Murshai Tito’s communication had orgivaliy included 
Mr, Podgorny as head of state. The Yugoslav President was express- 
ing thanks for having beeu awarded the Order of the October 


Revolution ou his 85th birthday, 


Since Mr, Podgoruy had originally 


signed the award, protocol would dictate that the reply include him. 

Why Mr. Podgorny was removed from the Politburo, where he 
bad served for 17 years, has still not been officially explained. The 
prevailing theory among diplomats is that he had objected to 
provisions of the new Soviet constitution advanced by Mr, Brezhnev. 
That would explain -why he was fired so abruptly. without even 
wha’ one Western diplomat called “the customary fig leaf” of a 
mitigating pretext, such as the phrase, “at his own request.” 

The new constitution, which was approved by the same party 
plenur that removed Mr, Podgorny, created 2 post of first vice- 
president, apparently to handie routine daties of the president. This 
fueled existing speculation that the presidency would be conferred 
on Mr, Brezhney, who would keep his party post. 

According to an unconfirmed account in Soviet circles, Mr. Pod- 
gorny had not expected to be sacked from the Politburo at the party 
plecum. This account was made more plausible by his prominence 
in Pravda conferring the order on President Tito the same day that 


the ouster took place. 


The President's whereabouts has been kept secret. a usual proce- 
due among the Eremlin leadership, It is presumed that he kas 
been shoved imto retirement with suitable comforts, such as a 
country home, bur with no hope of a political comeback.

‘The men are charged with 
mail fraud, because no federal 
statute covers the theft of 
computer time, Mr. Marston 
said.

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White Males Hold Most Top Jobs 


Carter Fails Vow on Hiring Women, Blacks 


WASHINGTON, June 10 CAB), 
—Despite President Carters 
promises to place women and 
members of minority groups in 
high-level government positions, 
76 per cent of the top 265 jobs 
in the new administration are 
filled by white males. 

The administration said it has 
hired a greater percentage of 
women and minority-group mem- 
bers than did previous adminis- 
trations, but a White House aide 
conceded, “obviously, there hasn't 
been a huge mumber of appoint- 
ments” of women and blacks. 


Figures compiled by the White 
House personnel office show that 
women hold 14 per cent of the 
top jobs, including Cabinet, sub- 
cabinet and ambassadorial posi- 
tions. Blacks hold 9 per cent of 
the jobs and Hispanics 4 per cent. 
There is one Asian-American— 
Assistant Secretary of State Patsy 
Mink. There are no American 
Indians. 

Many Promises 

Mr. Carter said during his pres- 
idential campaign that he would 
increase the number of minority- 
group members and women in 
top jobs. A year ago, he said 
he would “make the fullest pos- 
sible use of the women in Amer- 
ica in helping carry out my pro- 
gram for America.” 


Before @ Women’s group in 
October, he vowed to insist on 
hiring that would bring more 
women into the highest civil ser- 
vice levels, Similar Promises 
“were made about minority groups 
and their roles in the Carter 
administration.

We have read the new Soviet Constitution. 
from Article i—“The Union of Soviet Social- 
ist Republics is a socialist state of the whole 
people. expressing the wiil and interests of 
the working class. the peasantry, and the 
intelligentsia. of all the nations and nation- 
alities in the country’—to Article 173— 
*Amendement .. . shall be by decision of 
the Supreme Soviet... by a majority of not 
jess than two-thirds of the total ncmber 
of deputies of each of its chambers.” 


But we are more puzzled than when we 
began. Why ali the fuss? Why stzuggie for 
a decade and 8. half. from Khrushchev to 
Brezhnev, for this collection of platitudes, 
loopholes, and hypocrisies? (The Soviet 
Republics, please note. have retained the 
right to secede.' 


From Breshnev’s point of view. it is no 
doubt pleasant to envision a time when peo- 
ple will speak of the “Brezhnev Constitu- 
tion.” The former Constitution. it is belated- 
ly acknowledzed. suffered crude and massive 
violation even as it was being promoted in 
the 1930s. Constitutions are not changed as 
easily as portraits on the wall. put the rea- 
sons for change can be related. 

_There were also some reasons of state, 
The Soviet Constitution will be offered af in- 
numerable international gatherings as proof 
that all imaginable human rights are guar- 
anteed to all Soviet citizens Article 50 
promises “guaranteed freedom of speech, 
press, assembly, meetings, street processions, 


and demonstrations.” Article 54 promises | 


“guaranteed inviolability of the person,” and 
Article 56 asserts that “the privacy of citi- 
zens, of correspondence, telepnone conversa- 
tions, and telegraphic messages shall be 
protected by law.” These guarantees are 
shrewdly hedged, of course. against Soviet 
citizens who might dare to take them 
aeriously. Article 39 warns soberly that 


“exercise by citizens of rights and freedoms — 


must not injure the interests of society and 
the state,” the definition of which is assigned 
in Article 6 to the Communist party of the 
Soviet Onion. 

So there is no reason to expect the new 
Constitution to alter the relationship of 
Soviet citizens to their state. They will enjoy 
freedoms only as privileges and only as 
Brezhnev and his successors extend them. 
Brezhney is not Stalin; but no constitution 
can turn bim into a democrat. 

Whai, then, is the point? We tend to forget 
that the Soviet rulers, as practical statesmen 
and politicians, are acutely awate of their 
lack of legitimacy in relations with their 
people and therefore with others. Marx and 
Engels, who framed the doctrines that justify 
Communist party rule, were foreigners who 
did most of their theorizing more than a 
century ago; Lenin has been dead for more 
than 50 years, and, in any case, the brutal 
Stalin broke the links to the ideals of the 
Russian revolution. 

Today the Soviet Communist party is in 
fact suzpreme master of the second richest 
and mightiest nation ever. Yet Marx and 
Lenim could think of the state only as an 
imstrument of oppression, which would be 
needed by the working class only so long as 
it had to oppress capitalist exploiters. 
Ultimately, they imagined. the state would 
wither away. But the Soviet state cannot. 
and will not, wither away. It must be 
justified in lew if it intends to govern by law. 
Ergo, yet another try at a “constitution”. It 
is an instrament created by and for the 
ruling class to define and to rationalize its 
powers and privileges, If ever the political 
rights that the Constitution pretends to offer 
could reaily be exercised by the Soviet people, 
the rilers would surely begin rewriting it 
yet again.

Young’s Line in Africa Recalls Kissinger’s 


By Michael T. Kaufman . 

NAIROBI, June 10 (N¥T).— 
Andrew Young’s recent African 
trip came exactly a year after 
4 visit there by Henry Kissinger,” 
and while the differences between 
the missions delineated the con- 
tours of emerging US. policies 
for Africa, there were also sur- 
prising simfarities. 

For while both the Ford secre- 
tary of state and the Carter chief 
delegate to the United Nations 
spoke of new US. involvement 
im Africa after years of neglect, 
neither was able to put forth a 
clear plan of interventionist 
policies. After both visits, the 
extent of U.S. interest In the 
continent, beyond moral respon~ 
sibility, remained vague. 

Finally, the pressures that the 


United States could impose on 


South Africa. increasingly iden- 
tified as the villain in the piece, 
were left unspecified after both 
visits, leading some African diplo~ 
mats wondering if there were 
any. 

There were striking contrasts 
in style. Mr. Young 15 garrulonus 
and candid. He is ingenuous, 
some think him naive. He places 
his faith in what he calls “peo- 
Ple-to-people contact.” Mr. Kis- 
singer, a student of diplomacy, 
was cautious and guarded, welgh- 
ing every word. 

Style Contrasts 

Mr. Young saw anyone who 
wanted to see him. Mr. Kissin- 
ger was careful about that. The 
Eissinger plane, with its large 
retinue of aides, was a bechive 
of highly organized, rigidly hier- 
archical activity. The atmosphere 
on Mr, Young's plane was relaxed 
and casual, with staff aides tak- 
ing turns helping the stewards 
serve meals and wash dishes. 

Yet both men set out with 
essentially the same objectives: 
to gain credibility along with US. 
power to help find the least 
violent sohrtions to the problem 
of white domination of southern 
Africa. 

Tn each of the six countries 
he visited, Mr. Kissinger apolo- 


gized for the earlier low priority - 


he had assigned to Africa on his 
list of global concerns. But he 
insisted this had changed and 
he asked African leaders to give 
the United States time to prove 
its newly professed commitments. 

“I have come here." Mr, Kis- 
singer said last year, “to make 
clear that the United States as- 
sociates itself with the two great 
aspirations of Africa—the aspire- 
tions to human dignity and racial 
equality and the aspiration to 
economic progress.” 

On his trip, Mr. Young made 
like statements and issued like 
Pleas for time. He, too, talked 
of a new beginning and condemn- 
ed the .years of neglect, “For 
10 years the United States did 
almost nothing in regard to 
Africa and when it did do some- 
thing it was wrong,” he said. He 


denounced US. shipments of 
NATO arms to Portugal, saying 
the arms Were used “to oppress 
the people of Angola, Mozambique 
and Guinea-Bissa.” 

Both stressed economic assis- 
tance for mew mations. Mr. 
Young talked of “a Marshalt 
Plan” commitment by the in- 
dustrialized states of the West 
to accelerate the development of 
African countries, particularly 
those whose economies have been 
burdened by the war in Rhodesia 
that has resulted in costly border 
closures. Mr. Kissinger put forth 
8 vague plan for economic as- 
sistance to those countries bor- 
dering on Rhodesia that were 
enduring the brunt of the war 
effort. 

Both rebuffed categorically 
entreaties of more radical] Afri- 
cans for direct military assistance 
and support for the various 
liberation factions battling 
against white-dominated regimes. 
Both acknowledged the right of 
People to take up arms in δι 
gles for their freedom. drawing 
similar parallels with the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 

But Mr. Eissinger and Mr. 
‘Young also realized that Congress 
would never approve such as- 
sistance and they both held ovt 
the hope that a negotiated set- 
tlement, brought about in part 
through pressures brought by the 
United States, could lead to ac- 
ceptable results with a minimum 
of bloodshed. 

Kissinger Hopes 

on arranging exchanges between 
South Africa and black Africa, 
Essentially, his premise was that 
in exchenge for obtaining height- 
ened legitimacy in the eyes of 
dlack Africa, South Africa could 
be induced to make concessions 
on South-West Africa, (Namibia) 
and Rhodesia, for which South 
Africa represents an economic 
Ufeline, 

As Mr. Zissinger saw things, 
South Africa could buy time to 
make internal ohanges by what 
became known as “turning off 
Rhodesia’s water,"—its sources 
and transportation routes, Black 
African leaders might then limit 
or suspend their sizident atiacks 
on South Africa, 

Everywhere he went, Mr. Kis- 
singer carefully distinguished be- 
tween South Africa, which he 
held to be 8 legal if repressive 
regime, and both Rhodesia and 
South-West Africa, which, in 
terms of international law end 
opinion. | are illegally administered 


bg a while the Kissinger ap- 
proach looked . Prime 
Minister John Vorster of South 
Africa did in fact reduce if not 
shut off Rhodesia's water. Satis- 
bury did respond by accepting the 
principle of majority rule and 
agreed to attend the Geneva 
conference with liberation groups 
on the basis of a Kissinger time- 
table for the transfer of power. 


Then the entire plan collapsed 
under the weight of political 
realities in South Africa, in Rho- 
desia, in the black African states 
bordering Rhodesia and in the 
divided Rhodesia an black nation- 
alist movement. 

Mr. Young has shed the notion 
of linkage that was the key ele- 
ment of Mr, Kissinger’s approach. 
He never made the juridical dis~ 
tinctions between the three prob- 
Jem areas of southern Africa, bub 
insisted that the United States 
found them ali unacceptable. 

Rather than emphasize induce- 
ments to South Africa in ex~ 
change for its cooperation he held 
out the promise of threats, never 
Spelled out specifically but report- 
edly ranging from the withdrawal 
of the United States military 
attaché to clamping a lid on 
foreign loans and investment. 

Mr, Kissinger made it clear 
that what had spurred his initia- 
tive in Afries was the Angolan 
civil war with {its Cuban and 
Soviet involvement. ᾿ 

Mr, Young. for his part, mini- 
mized the fear of Soviet interven- 
tions as a stimulus to US. policies, 

Mr. Young's position is essen~- 
tially that through the exercise 
of its economic clout and the 
discharge of its moral responsi- 
bility the United States will be 
able to sway many African states 
from strident, Marxist-tinged, 
confrontational rhetoric to a 


pragmatic course of moderation 
paved with economic development,

THE CONSCIOUSNESS OF JOYCE 


By Richard Etlmann. Oxford. 150 pp. $10.95. 


Reviewed by Christopher Lehmann-Haupt 


ICHARD Elimann's latest 
book about James Joyce 
is deceptive. Superficially, it 
looks like something of a grab 
bag. First. there is the ap- 
parently disparate subject mat- 
ter of its three sections—on 
Homer and “Ulysses,” Shake- 
Speare and “Ulysses,” and Joyce's 
politics. Second, there is its 
long snd seemingly imcidental 
appendix listing the contents of 
the personal Ubrary Joyce left in 
Trieste when, in June 1920. he 
moved to Paris. And third, 
there is the book's somewhat 
open-ended title, “The Conscious- 
ness of Joyce”: Ellmann defines 
“consciousness” as “the move- 
ment of the mind both in 
recognizing its own shape and 
in maintaining that shape in the 
face of attack or change.” 

Certainly, these matters are 
discretely interesting. One would 
like to know more about Joyce's 
politics, if indeed he had any 
beyond his general opposition to 
how things .stood in Ireland 
when he exiled himself to the 
Continent in 1903. It is fun and 
games to browse through the 
600 titles of Joyce's library, and 
discover there such items as 
J. M. Barrie’s “Peter Pan,” “A 
Day with William Shakespeare,” 
by Maurice Clare (pseudonym of 
May Byron, who was the Jim 
Bishop of her ἐπὶ, W. 5. 
Gilbert's “Original Plays” and 
Alexander Haig’s “Uric Acid: An 
Epitome of the Subject.” And 
despite all that has already been 
uritten om the subject, there is 
still much to be explained about 
the roles that “The Odyssey” 
and “Hamiet” play in “ 

But could it be that these 
occasional interests are all there 
is to “Tbe Consciousness of 
Joyce"? ‘That after producing 
the definitive biography of Joyce, 
and editing his letters and writ- 
ing a provocative study, “Ulysses 
on the Liffey,” Ellmann has at 
last been reduced to adapting 
to print the odds and ends of 
his public talks on Joyce—in this 
case the Alexander Lectures he 
gave at the University of To- 
ronto in March 1974? In short. 
is there an overriding point to 
“The Consciousness of Joyce"? 

Indeed there is. The most sur- 
prising bit of news in the book 
is contained in the third and 
jJast chapter, “Joyce.” Here Ell- 
mann argues that in anr pro- 
found sense of the word 
“political”, Joyce was a deeply 
committed radical, and not at ail 
the godlike artist too busy par- 
ing his fingernails to take sides 
in the affairs of Ireland and Eu- 


rope. 

Certainly he was a Sinn Feiner, 
though not an extreme one, 
Elimann contends. Probably he 
was, at least philosophically, an 
anarchist, to judge from the 
presence of Kropotkin and 
Bakunin in h'- library. as well 
as the cesree ta wh'-h their 
ideas are enunciated br the 
heroes of “Ulysses,” Stephen 


Dedalus and Leopold Bloom: τὸ 
was just that be had chosen 
to proceed obliquely in his war

“T got the idea when I read the 
data on the saccharin dispute. 
Scmething bothered me about it. 
Why were some of the rats get- 
tang sick after being forced to 
eat enough saccharin to kill a 
horse? The scientists blamed the 
saccharin, buf no one bj;amed the 
white rats. There are so many 
agents being fed and injected 
into rats that they Keep keeling 
over. Drug companies have put 
millions of dollars into research, 
only to be told they couldn't 
Market their product because 
the white rats couldn't take it. 

“So I decided there was only 
one answer to the problem. And 
that was to develop a white rat 
who could stand up to anything 
we shoved down his throat. 

“Tf X could breed a white rat 
immune to any kind of disease 
the PDA would have to give its 
approval for the new drug.” 

“Only a mind like yours would 
think of something like that,” 
I said.

In every medical ex- 
periment there are white rats

“E purchased the two healthiest 
specimens and mated them, and 
then mated their offspring, and 
after four generations I got qhat 
I wanted—a super white rat that 
could withstand any punishment 
medical science could inflict on 
it.

I've 
fed them the equivalent of 3.000 
bottles of diet drinks a day: I've 
had them smoke 10 packs of 
cigarettes an hour; I've filled 
their cage with carbon monoxide.

They 
can't get enough of it," he 
replied.

“It means a bonanza for the 
drug and chemical industries.

ucts. It means that all the data 
we now have on what causes 
sickness in rats will be obsolete, 
It means once the orders start 
conling in for my white rats I'm 
going to be a millionaire!" 

“Not to mention the Nobel 
Prize.” I said. 

“They have to give it to me.” 

“I've found 
the cure for every disease known 
to man.”

The library can hold one million books, as well as 4,000 periodi- 
cals, films, microfilms and slides, A section where foreign languages 
can be learned from tapes is so successful that places must be 
reserved two weeks in advance, The ramge of books is enormous— 
Puerto Rican literature, the literature of former Portuguese colonies 
in Africa and, in the English section, six books on the minor 
Victorian poet Arthur Hugh Clough. And, marvel of marvels to 
anyone who has the academic credentials and infinite patience to 
have worked in the Bibliothéque Nationale, there is an efficient 
catalogue based on the UDC or universal decimal system. 

“The success was immediate,” Mr. Seguin says. “They said the 
French wouldn't get used to not biowing their automobile horns.
